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so coldly. So positively icy was the chief ex- 
ecutive’s greeting that after a few minutes of 
chilling conversation between the gentlemen, 
Mr. Harrison, it is said, intimated that 
press of public business and the presence of 
several cabinet oflicers inthe antechamber 
would necessitate his withdrawal from the 
governor’s Charining prescace.

calities. Asa matter of principal, Harrison 
affects to be shocked at Dudley’s course in the 
biocks-of-five scandals. Dudley isnot allowed 
to enter the white house by any oiher entrance 
than the back door. To insure himself a cor- 
dial greeting, Mr. Foraker will be compelled 
to do the same in future.

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, said that if gentiemen 
of the majority wished to endorse the speaker's 
decision, they must take the responsibility, but 
that would not be the end.

Mr. Carlisle entered into a discussion of what 
parliamentary law consisted in. He went back to 
the rules of the English house of Commons, upon 
which the rules of previous congresses had been 
founded. In construing that parliamentary law, 
the gentieman must construe itin relation to its 
modifications by the rules of former congresses. 
There the ruies had heen the result of experience. 
Members must look back to the manual which 
was printed from year to year to find a set of rules 
which the experience of members had shown to 
be applicable to the orderly conduct of business 
in the house. Sothatit had been held (and rightly 
held), that in the absence of conventional rules, 
it must look to those ralesand apply them so far 
as could be in the situation in which the house 
found itself. From time immemorial, it had been 
the law of English speaking legislative assemblies 
that no presiding officer could make an absolute, 
final decision to hind the body over which he pre- 
sided. If the presiding officer decided a question 
of order, it was inthe power of any member to 
appeal and take the judgment of the body itself. 
In the English parliament it was _in the power of 
ay Oe congress Lad placed the restriction 
et ‘That rare. anc had provided that a count by 
tellers must be demanded by one-fifth of a quorum. 
What redress did a member have against a wrong 
count by the speaker if he could not have the yeas 
and nays? The man who sat inthe chair might do 
all the legislative work transacted in this body. 
He submitted that this house, in absence of any 
conventional rules, established by itself, was to be 
governed by general parliamentary law, as modi- 
fied by rules heretofore prevailing. In submitting 
the appeal to the house, the speaker said: 

The chair hasalways been unable to see how it 
is possible for the house which has passed out of 
existence to bind by rules and regulations, the 
house which was to come into existence in the 
future. Recent decisions by the speaker of the 
house, have been to the effect that the rules of the 
last house did not become the rules of the present 
house directly. ‘The chair is unable to see how 
they can become the rules of the present house in- 
directly. The very fact that they have been made 
as rules shows clearly the necessity of @ special 
enactment. If they come by indirection the rules 
of the next house, it would not become necessary 
to re-enact them. This house,'then, is governed by

Something About the Atlanta and Selma— 
The Middle Georgia and Atlantic—Other 
Railroad News. 


Several days ago Turk ConstitruTion quoted 
a Louisville and Nashville official about their 
plans for getting into Atlanta. His plan was 
to cut off the Chattanooga angle in the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis by building a 
new road from Stevenson southeast to some 
point near Summerville on the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus, then down the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus to Rome, or even 
further than Rome, and then over a new road 
into Atlanta. 

It was left very indefinite—because the Ala- 
bamaand Georgia Coal, Iron and Railroad 
company charter is indefinite—as tohow much 
of the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus was 
to be used. The plan is important to them, for 
if the road ever becomes much more important 
than it is it must come to Atlanta, and to do 
this with the help of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville is the easiest and quickest way, assum- 
ing-that the road is too independent to be gob- 
bled up entirely by the Louisville apd Nash- 
ville. 

But whatever the relation between the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus may be, short of absolute 
control on the part of the Louisvilleand Nash- 
ville, the fact that there is an understanding 
argues that the new line will not be built from 
Atlanta to Rome, but from some point on the 
Chattanooga, Romeand Columbus, considera- 
bly south of Rome. 

It is known that the officials of the two 
roads are in correspondence, and the plan out- 
lined yesterday by a Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus official may be taken as very near 
the most probable one in case an agreement is 
reached. 

*‘From Nashville to Stevenson, 113 miles, 
over the Nashville, Chattanooga and St Louis; 
Stevenson across to, or near Lyerly, on the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus, 40 miles 
more; down the Chattanooga, Rome and Co- 
lumbus road 57 miles to a point about 12 miles 
south of Cedartown, and then overa new road 41 
miles to Atlanta, coming through Salt Springs. 
The Louisville and Nashville would probably 
come into the city oyer the Georgia road track, 
as they control one-half interest in that lease, 
and could get good terms on the terminal 


facilities here.’’ 

‘‘Are the Louisville and Nashville certainly 
coming to Atlanta?”’ 

vy: Re 

‘Suppose they don’t come that way ?”’ 

‘‘What will we do, you mean? We’ll come 
on anyhow to Atlanta, and then on to the sea.”’ 

“If you were in Atlanta what would your 
ultimate objective point on the coast be?”’ 

‘Port Royal.” 

“What about the Carrollton end of the 
line ?”’ 

“Well, it’s going to be extended, but just 
where, or just how soon, I couldn’t say. We 
are very much interested in the building of 
the Maconand Birmingham. An extension 
from Carrollton to a connection with that road 
—practically, the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida—gives us a route through Macon to Pa- 
latka, Fla.”’ 

“What is the Chattanooga, Rome and Col- 
umbus doing now ?”’ 

“Well, we are building one six-mile branch 
from Young’s station, in Polk county, about 
seven miles south of Cedartown, in the direc- 
tion of Rockmart. That is to reach an ore 
bed, the owners of which have contracts with 
the Southern Iron and the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron companies for 550 tons of orea day. The 
terminus of this little road isonly seven miles 
from Rockmart, and will be extended event- 
ually to Rockmart. 

‘The contracts are out for another branch 
from LaFayette, four miles long, westward to 


another ore bad . . - 
“The survey for another line isto begin 


soon. Itis to branch from some point between 
Crawfish Springs and Rock Springs, and run 
twenty-four miles to the head of McLemore’s 
Cove, coming back in @ loop. 

“Then we have actually in operation, 
recently completed, three miles of track at 
Cedartown, including the third rail on the 
East and West road; four miles of track five 
miles south of LaFayette, branching out to an 
ore deposit ; and at Lyerly, going west, a track 
four and a half miles long to Dirtseller moun- 
tain. Theore landis owned by Colyar and 
Lyerly, who also own the new furnace in

‘We are certain to—with the Louisville and 
Nashville, or alone.”’ 

The Eden extension of the Central railroad 
will be finished to Sterling, where it wil meet 
the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
road the first part of February. This will 
give a new short line between Americus and 
Savannah. Through trains to Birmingham 
from Savannah will be running over this route 
inside of sixty days. 


The latest new road mapped out by Tennes- 
see boomers is an air-line from Kansas City to 
Port Royal, S. C., crossing the Mississippi 
river at Cairo, I1l., running through Tennessee, 
crossing the East Tennessee railroad at or near 
Cleveland, Tenn., up the Hiwassee river to 

fabum Gap, and on to Port Royal. It 

is a ‘“‘hummer’’ in breadth and scope 
and they say in Tennessee that there are mill- 
ions behind it. 


Mr. Brosius, the Edison of Georgia, has 
gone to Virginia to look after an important 
railroad extension pointing this way. The 
Marietta and North Georgia is rapidly pushing 
northward, and there is a probability that 
other roads north want to join from the direc- 
tion of Virginia. Mr. Brosius went in re- 
sponse to a letter from ex-Governor Fitzhugh 
Lee, who, since he vacated the governor’s seat, 
is devoting much of his time to railroad build- 
ing. 


A gentleman well posted in railroad matters 
said yesterday that some railroads in the state 
were responsible to a great extent for the un- 
popularity of railroadsin Georgia, by utterly 
disregarding local travel along theirlines. Two 
or three railroads pay no attention whatever to 
anything but through business. A man who 
gets up before daylight and goes to the depot 
to meet a train, and finds it is three hours late, 
because it had to wait for the through sleeper, 
is not in a humor to be very friendly with rail- 
roads for some time. And yet this occurs al- 
most every night on. some of the roads in this 
state. Legislation giving the railroad commis# 
sion the right to demand accommodation for 
local travel will bein order before the next 
legislature. ; 

The Macon and Birmingham, 

MACON, Ga., January 21.—A meeting of the citi- 
zens of LaGrange was held at the courthouse last 
night to discuss the subject of issuing bonds to 
purchase the right of way for the Macon and Bir- 
minghaim railroad, which is now in course of con- 
struction. Judge T. H. Whitaker made a speech 
giving a history of the manner in which the char- 
ter of this road was granted, and the pledges 
which LaGrange, through the mayor and council, 
had given provided the road passes throuch our 
city. There were speeches by several others, after 
which the chairman requested all thosein favor of 
issning bonds to rise. Every man in the house 
rose, which is a pretty good index of the way tne 
election on the bond question will go on Thursday. 
Our people will do evervthing in their power to en- 
courage the building of this road, which means so 
much for LaGrange.

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The Florida Steal. 

Mr. William E. Chandler took occasion to 
deny in the senate last Monday that he had 
approached the chairman of the state return- 
ing board of Florida, during the. memorable 
canvass of 1876, and promised that if the 
votes were counted for Hayes the republican 
majority of the board would be taken 
care of. 

This denial is merely a technical one, and 
covers neither the charges of the democrats, 
mor the more impressive confessions of re- 
publicans; but if Senator Joseph E. Brown 
had been able to be in his seat Monday, 
smatters would haye taken a very interesting 
turn for Mr. Chandler. 

We have never keard it charged with any 
great degree of particularity that Mr. 
Chandler made any definite promise to the 
republican chairman of the Florida return- 
ing board; but when this senatorial hustler 
goes on to declare that the friends of Hayes 
had resorted to no extraordinary means to 
influence the returning board on that occa- 
sion, he pushes the truth ina corner where 
it will not stay. 

It may be that Chandler is so familiar 
with all the methods of bribery and corrup- 
tion, that he regards none of them as extra- 

ordinary, but if he intends that a reasonable 
interpretation shall be placed in his declara- 
tion, the dead will rise up against him. 

When Samuel B. McLin was suffering 
from an illness that he knew would prove 
fatal, he confessed that the republican mem- 
bers of the returning board had been bribed 
to falsify the returns. He made. this con- 
fession for his own peace of mind, for it 

added nothing whatever to the public 
knowledge on the subject. The secrets of 
the infamous deal that Chandler and other 
leading republicans had made with MclLin 
and the other republican members of the re- 
turning board had already leaked out. 

No donbt Chandler has a scrap-book, but 
he ought to bear in mind that there are 
other scrap-books in existence. 


White Slavery in the North. 

More than once, when our northern con- 
temporaries have complained of the alleged 
unfair treatment ofthe blacks in this sec- 
tion, we have quietly called their attention 
to the outrageous oppression of the whites 
in some of the New England and Middle 
states, 

The New York World has been looking 
into this disgraceful business, and its reports 
make lovely reading. The World last Sun- 
day exposed the methods of the employers 
of the miners at the village of Ausable Forks, 
New York. At this place extortion is the 
rule. The employes are forced to trade at 
the company store, employ the company 
cector, and transact all business on credit. 
They pay twenty per cent too much for 
everything, and consequently are in debt 
when pay day rolls around. One man in 
this village, a workingman named Jesse 
Poole, has worked for the company forty 
years. He has never known a pay day, and 
is now $600 in debt to the company. 

There are other localities as bad, or worse, 
than Ausable Forks, and they are almost 
within rifle shot of Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia. ‘The system is fully as cruel 
and grinding as the peculiar slavery in 
Mexico known as peonage. When working- 
men are kept in debt to their employers, 
and compelled to work forty years without 
being paid off, they are slaves, and nothing 
else. They are too poor to go elsewhere 
in search of a job, too poor even to run 
away. 

To say that the American peons of Aus- 
able Forks and similar towns in the north 
are free men, and armed with a free ballot 
which they can cast without dictation or in- 
timidation, is to say what no sensible man 
will believe. The poorest negro that ever 
worked in a Mississippi cotton field is better 
off in every way than Jesse Poole, the white 
citizen of New York. 


The South Needs More Whites. 

Many months ago we took the position in 
these columns that the simplest and most 
satisfactory way to settle our alleged race 
problem would be to increase our white pop- 
niation. 

The south cannot deport the blacks, but 
she can import whites enough to give our 
face an overwhelming preponderance. 

But these white immigrants must belong 
to our stock. They must have our blood, 


customs and religion, so that when they set- 


tle among us the whole body of our people 
will be homogeneous, 
We must secure these immigrants from 


from New England, and we must induce 


from three to five millions of them to move 
down this way in families, parties and colo- 
nies. ‘The paupers and the shiftless will not 
have enterprise enough to come. The well- 
to-do, industrious and energetic will soon be 
giad to make the change, and once here they 
will become our natural allies, and cause the 
race problem to sink out of sight and be for- 
gotten in the rapid advancement and general 
prosperity of this region. 

We have outlined these ideas ‘before, and 
they are beginning to be reproduced and 
favorably commented on in the north. The 
Washington City Gazette follows our line 
exactly. It says the best thing for both sec- 
tions would be the wholesale emigration of 
the New England people with all their house- 
hold goods to the south.. New England-has 
been transformed from an agricultural to a 
manufacturing region, and has filled up with 
an alien race. The Puritans are being pushed 
t) the wall by these aliens with their En- 
ropean Sunday and their old world traditions 
and customs. 

Under these new and strange conditions 

‘the native Americans of the eastern states 


are growing restlesg, They'cannot go west 


without coming in conis¢et-with large masses 
of newly arrived foreigners, speaking a Babel 


of tongues. They cannot stay where they : 


Peedee, the Chattahoochee, the Alabama 
and the Mississippi, and in the valleys of the 
Piedmont region. < 

In the south these Americans would find 
themselves surrounded by American neigh- 
bors, and a common interest would make 
them pull together, Our immigrants would 
soon get rid of any misinformatien or fancy 
ideas about our problems; and go to work 
with us to settle them. 

Speaking in this strain the Gazette says: 

“Now let New England rise as one man, give up 
its inhospitable climate, its sterile soil, its un- 
friendly environment to the Irish, the Canadians 
and the Portuguese, who are overrunning that 
land, and seek happier homes and wider opportu- 
nities beneath the bluer skies, in the balmier 
breezes, on tlie fertile soil of the south. Soshalla 
newer and greater Harvard rise on the banks of 
the Ashley, a more pretentious Yale lend classic 
grace to the James, andl another but more glorious 
burst of poetical and theogi¢al splendor renew the 
glories of Longfellow, and Hawthorne, and. Ed- 
wards and Channing in the sunny vales and flow- 
ery meads of the pleasant and genial south.” 

This is no exaggerated forecast. The south- 
ward movement of New England capital has 
been going on for years, and it will inevita- 
bly be followed by a stream of settlers. 
When people are willing to plant their mong 
ey and their factories, furnaces, mills and 
railroads here it will take very little persua- 
sion to induce them to follow their invest- 
ments and make their homes here, 

When the south in a peaceable and ami- 
cable way literally swallows New England, 
absorbs her, and assimilates the new ele- 
ment introduced into her midst, as it were, 
our problems will be forgotton, and the busy 
hum of industry will drown every discordant 
note. 


Morals in the Schools. 

Our public schools should teach the ele- 
ments of good citizenship. 

In a brief article on this subject the New 
York Press urges the schools to teach chil- 
dren the obligations of moral duty toward 
their fellow men. Instead of putting ele- 
mentary moral science at the top of the 
course, it should run through the primary 
schools. 

We must come to it, sooner or later. If 
parents are going to trust the entire make- 
up of their children to their education in the 
sehools, the schools will be forced to look 
after the hearts as well as the heads _of the 
pupils, 

In the meantime, the home seems to be a 
steadily diminishing factor in the education 
of the young. 


\ The Alton Affair. 

We gave an account the other day of the 
race troubles at the town of Alton, in the 
state of Illinois, resulting from an attempt 
onthe part of the negroes, who had deserted 
their own school,-to force their children into 
the white schools. At that time a number 
of negro children had been admitted to the 
high school, but when the pupils were turned 
out at recess, the white children attacked 
the black ones and drove them off. 

This was as far as our account went, but 
there was a sequel to the story. The second 
day after the colored children had been 
driven from the school grounds by the white 
pupils, the negroes proceeded to take action. 
About three hundred, ranging in age from 
six to sixty years, marched to the school. 
The column was stopped by a posse of con- 
stables, who, by the exercise of great firm- 
ness, compelled all the negroes, except about 
twenty-five, to leave the school grounds. 
The twenty-five that remained did so on the 
plea that they were there to attend school. 

While the constables were ejecting the 
negroes, there was great danger of a riot. 
Some of the blacks made motions as if to 
draw weapons, but none were shown. The 
school board applied for more constables to 
serve as guards, and the town authorities 
furnished them, so that, at last accounts, the 
high school was practically in a state of 
seige. ‘The negro teacher, whose school has 
been deserted by the blacks, quit in disgust. 
He is said to be a very capable teacher, but 
he has lost his position because his negro 
friends think it will be nicer to send their 
children to the white schools, where there 
are white teachers. 

Snobbery of this sort by no means adds to 
the simplicity of the race problem. 


About Colonization. 

A great many republican newspapers at 
the north have seized on Senator Butler’s 
speech relative to the deportation of the 
negroes to Africa as a sort of anti-campaign 
document, and they are working it up and 
down, pump-handle fashion, for pretty much 
all it is worth. 

The Globe-Democrat, of St. Louis, which 
is presumed to have intimate knowledge of 
all the varied and variegated southern ques- 
tions that spread out. across the political field 
like an immense portulaca bed, says that the 
deportation plan is the most absurd of all 
the plans yet presented for the solution of 
the negrovproblem.

And the Dealers Are Happy in Consequence 
—The Rapid Rise and Its’ Cause—At- 
lanta’s Market. 

Up goes cotton! 

Thirteen points yesterday and, as one buyer 
put it, “still a-risin’.”’ 

Since the season opened, the tendency has 
been upward. Slowly but surely upward. 
For the past two weeks the rise has been 
marked; and yesterday there was a jump all 
along theline of from ten to thirteen points. 

That sort of news is good news to the south" 
The cotton men are happy, the planters who 
have held their cotton are happy, and the 
speculators are happy—if they are on the right 
side of the market. 

It means money to the south. 

THE CAUSE OF THE RISE. 

“What is the cause ofthe rise? Why, I 
suppose speculation is the immediate cause of 
the big jump,”’ said one of Atlanta’s prom- 
inent cotton men. ‘“‘But we have had every 
reason to expect good prices this year, and we 
can expect them for several years to come.”’ 

“Why is that?’”’ 

‘“‘The reason is this: The yearly. increase 
in the consumption of cotton is known to be, 
in round numbers, four hundred thousand 
bales. The supply outside of America does 
not increase materially, so we are’ expected to 
make it up. This year the crop has shown an 
increase of about four hundred thousand bales 
—it has been a good.crop—and yét the world’s 
surplus will remain about as it was at the end 
of last year. That surplus grows less each 
year, despite the increase in the productiou 
here in the south; you can see what is to be 
expected in case of a poor crop here.”’ 

AS TO ATLANTA’S BUSINESS. 

‘How is it with Atlanta’s business ?’’ 

‘*That will show a great increase this year. 
Already our firm: hashandled as much cotton 
as it did during all of last season, and I’ve no 
doubt other firms will tell you the same. This 
is probably the best year Atlanta has ever 
seen.”’ 

‘‘Then everybody is happy except those spec- 
ulators who are selling ?”’ 

“Yes. But their losing hurts only them- 
selves, while the prevalence of good prices and 
the steady advance help every man-who raises 
or handles cotton. 

STOCKS ARE SMALL. 

Ancther cotton man said: ‘Stocks are 
small everywhere. Last year the English 
millers ran out of cotton. They didn’t want 
to be caught again, so they began buying from 
the very first. The export demand has been 
greater this year than had ever been heard of. 
As forthe New England mills, they at first 
showed a disposition to hold off their pur- 
chases. They wouldn’t buy at the low prices 
which prevailed early in the season, and they 
are now kicking themselves for it. They are 
buying wherever they can get it. 

‘‘Atlanta’s business is better than ever be- 
fore. Last year’s figures showed about 170,000 
bales handled here; this year we will reach 
at least 200,000, and very probably more. It 


looks very much as if the boom were on.”’ 
So the cotton men are happy.

It was built several years ago by the people of 
Eufaula to attract trade from the Georgia side 
of the river. It was at first used asa toll bridge, 
but several years ago it was made free and since 
that time no taxes have been paid. by the owners 
of the bridge because it was claimed to be public 
property. The comptroller found that under the 
law the bridge was responsible to the state and 
last summer he ordered a tax levied on it. The

Owing to the indisposition of Major Wallace and 
the absence from town of Mr. Hatcher, the hear- 
ing of the petition for reduced freight rates, which 
was to have been presented tothe railroad com- 
mission yesterday morning by the Hatcher Iron 
and Wagon company, was postponed without any 
dates being settled on forits presentation.

THAT “DOUBLE DUEL.” 


A Card Frowh Colonel Connelly, One of the 
Principals. 

Colonel John K. Connally writes to THE COoN- 
STITUTION from Asheville, N. C., about the inter- 
view recently published in THE CONSTITUTION with 
Colonel Oates, of Alabama, about the ‘double 
duel” in Virginia between Belo and, Cousins and 
Connally and Terrell. Colonel Connally says: 

“On the night in question neither my regiment 
or any part thereof was on duty. On the con- 
trary, it was in camp, at least one mile from the 
battery attacked, which was guarded by a com- 
pany of Alabamatroops. Soon after the attack 
commenced I was ordered to proceed with my 
regiment to its defense, which I did at a double 
quick, but when the scene of action was reached 
the federals had captured the battery, 
together with the company of Alabama troops, 
and had retired to their gunboats. 
Next morning I, as a matter of course, was greatly 
surprised to hear that my regiment had lost the 
battery, and tracing the report to Captain Terrell, 
demanded a retraction which wasrefused. I have 
forgotten just how Captain Cousins was brought 
into the affair, but hope, for his sake, that 
the saying’ rattriponred };to - him in tne articie rs 

“a Mhistake, for my regiment never had orders to 
retire, nor did it retire until hours after the bat- 
teryand company of Alabama troops had been 
earried off, when we marched back into camp for 
breakfast. After Captain Terrell refused I re- 
turned to my regiment greatly incensed at the in- 
justice done us, and callinga council of its officers, 
told them of what had taken place; of my deter- 
mination to challenge the offenders,and proposing 
that as many of them as were willing to join me 
in vindicating the regiment honor, manifest it by 
rising’ Every man stood up except Lieutenant 
Colonel Smith, who said that, being a Christian, 
he could not fight a duel. [ then proposed that 
the challenging should begin with myself, and 
proceed according to rank. This was accepted, 
and threw me to challenge Captain Terrell, who 
ranked Consins, and Major Belo to challenge 
Cousins. This we did, Captain Terrell choosing 
don bled-barreled shotguns loaded with buckshot, 
and Captain Cousins, Mississippi rifles, with 
which he was said to be very expert. In a few 
moments after reaching the fleld the rifles were 
given to Belo and Cousins, : and they exchanced 
shots. Meanwhil Captain Terrel’s’ second was 
talking with mine concerning an amicable ad- 
justment of the difficulty. When I noticed that 
the seconds of Belo and Cousins were about to 
make them exchange a second shot, I sent one of 
my seconds to Belo’s second, with the request that 
he refuse to proceed farther until after Captain 
Terrell and myself had fired. At this time Cap- 
tain Terrell’s second said that, upon inquiry, it 
had been discovered that there was a mistake as 
to the part my regiment had taken in the affair, 
and that Captain Terrell was willing to acknowl- 
edge it. LIreplied thatif Captain Terrell would 
make this acknewledgment in writing, I was sat- 
isfied, and would withdraw the challenge. He 
gavea written acknowledement; I withdrew'the 
challenge, and thus the—matter ended without 
bloodshed, for which I shall ever thank God. 

These.are the simple facts, which can be sub- 
Stantiated by Colonel Belo, whois as truthful as 
brave, and who livas in Dallas, Texas. Feeling 
assured that you will publish this, I am, very res- 
pectfully, JOHN K. CONNALLY.

JUDGE CALHOUN CHOSEN TO FILL 


MR. GRADY’S PLACE. 

An Important Meeting of the Board of Trus- 

tees of the Soldier’s Home, During Which 
Some Matters of Interest Came Up. 


Judge W. Lowndes Calhoun was unani- 
mously elected, yesterday, president of the 
board of trustees of the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home of Georgia, to fill the place which the 
death of Mr. Henry W. Grady made vacant. 

In answer to a call issued by the secretary, 
the board of trustees met yesterday morning 
for the first time since Mr. Grady’s death. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock Trustees Calhoun, 
Howell, Inman, Spalding, Fox, Ellis and W. 
A. Wright met in one of the committee rooms 
on the first floor of the capitol. The first duty 
was to choose a presiding officer, and, on the 
motion of Dr. Fox, Judge Calhoun was elected 
chairman pro tem. 

After the usual business had been attended 
to, the secretary read the chancellor’s order 
granting the charter for the home, which was 


accepted, and the following resolution was 
offered by Mr. Howell: 

Be it resolved, That this organization be per- 
fected on the line set out in the said charter, and 
in accordance with the provisions of the same, 
and that the first board oftrustees and their pro- 
visional acts and organization as promoters of 
said enterprise.are hereby ratified and fully con- 
firmed. 

After the resolution had been adopted, the 
death of President Grady was formally an- 
nounced, and on motion the board went into 
an election of a president, which resulted in 
the unanimous election of Judge W. L. Cal- 
houn, 

After the presidential chair had been filled 
a number of important resolutions were 
adopted. On the motion of Dr. Fox it was 
decided that for the transaction of business 
five members of the board of trustees shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 

Captain W. D. Ellis, Captain E-> P. Howell 
and Dr. R. D. Spalding were chosen, on the 
motion of Captain W. D. Ellis, as a committee 
to draw up and submit suitable resolutions on 
the death of President Grady. 

The secretary was then instructed to request 
the committee appointed to select a vice- 
president of the board to submit their report at 
the next meeting. 

It was also decided to hold aregular monthly 
meeting ati p.m.on the third Thursday in 
each month. 

The following report was then submitted by 
President Calhoun, as chairman of the build- 
ing committee: 

ATLANTA, January 21st, 1803.—To the Board of 
Trustees of the Confederate Soldiers’ Home of 
Georgia: We have the honor to report that for 
some months past a force of hands, under the 
superintendence of Mr. J. L. Mosteler, have been 
engaged in clearing off the grounds and oe 
up the avenues in accordance with the plans anc 
surveys of the premises made by Mr. Charles 
Boeckh, civil engineer, and have nearly com- 
pleted the same. The grove in front of the build- 
ing site has been sodded in blue grass and the old 
orchard has been removed to the hilside 
im. rear of the building site near the 
branch, The contract was, after receiv- 
ing a number of bids and some delay, awarded by 
the committee to Messrs. Austin & Boyisten, of 
this city, at the sum of $22,000. The plan selected 
was the one submitted by Messrs. Bruce & Mor- 
gan, architectz, and a contract has been made 
with them to superintend the construetion at two 
per cent on the actual cost of the building. The 
written contract with Messrs. Austin & Boylston, 
and their bond, and the contract with the 
architects are herewith submitted. The 
contractors have completed the founda- 
tions, and are now putting up the frame-work of 
the building. They have cheerfully corrected any 
imperfections which have occurred in the progress 
of the work. The building is be completed by 
the 1st, of Jufty, 1890. The front view of the home 
has been lithographed ata small cost for distribu- 
tion among the subscribers. A certified copy of 
the charter granted by the superior court is here- 
with submitted for file and acceptance. The cor- 
ner stone of the building should be laid at an early 
day. Respectfully submitted for the building 
comunittee. W. L. CALHOUN, Chairman. 

The report was received, adopted and or- 
dered entered upon the minutes. 

The consideration of the contract made for 
the erection of the main building was the next 
business attended to. The contract was ap- 
proved and the president was directed to en- 
dorse it. 

The bond of the contractors, and that of the 
architects and the contracts with them were 
approved, after which the committee on ad- 
mission was requested to so arrange the rules 
that inquiries on the subject of admission 
could be answered as soon as possible. 

The board adjourned to meet again on the 
third Thursday in February.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK,. January 21.—The upward move- 
ment in the stock market, inangurated yesterday, 
made further progress today, while the market it- 
felf perceptibly broadened, and the recent persist- 
ent pressure by the bears upon the list was con- 
spicuous by its absence. The disposition of the 
jJatter was evidently to cover their outstanding 
contracts, and the rumors of coming resistance to 
future bear pressure was, in all probability, an 
inducement to take that course. One of the chief 
elements of strength in the market today, how- 
ever, was the growing ease in money, both here 
and London, time money being offered 
freely at five per cent. while call loans 
were made as low as three per cent today. 
Drives at values today were short and sharp, but 
the subjects were well chosen and covering was 
quietly done. In the general list, Missouri Pacific 
was again the leader of dealings, and while no 
marked movement wos made in the stock, the rise 
of yesterday was fully maintained and slighily 
improved tipon. Western Union was attackéd in 

he forenoon, but rallied quickly and finished with 
asmall advance. The strength in these stocks of 
late is regarded as an indication that friends of 
the management of the Gould properties will, in 
the future, be of assistance toward a 
better market. Reading was again active, andthe 
Sully party were reported as steady buyers all the 
day long, while assuring their friends of their 
ability to smash the voting trust. Stock was ad- 
vanced fractionally, but fluctuated over a com- 
paratively narrow range, as was the case with all 
leading shares. Wide fluctuations were usually 
made in trusts and specialties, and sugar refiner- 
fes in the afternoon, for no apparent reason, was 
bid up rapidly, touching 55%, though it fell away 
again later to 5444, and closed at 544%. Again the 
specialty-—-Louisville, New-Albany and Chicago— 
was the most promising for its rapid rise under 
licht dealings from 40 to 44, against 385, for the 
last sale. It closed at 42. Chicago, St, Louis and 
Pittsburg common and Hocking Valley were also 
specially strong. Lake Erie and Western today 
joined the dividend payers, and, although there 
was no further improvement in preferred stock, 
the rise of yesterday, like that in Missouri Pa- 
cific, was fully maintained. The beginning of 
dividends is the direct result of the improved 
business done by established roads in Ohio. The

THE STORY OF W. C. JOHNSON’S CA- 


REER VERIFIED IN ATLANTA, 


— a ne ey 


He Has a Wife and Son Nine Miles from 
Laurens, South Carolina, Bat It Is Not 
Likely that He Has Gone There. 


Is W. C. Johnson a b'gamiust. 

Te supposition of his being guilty of that 
crime, as well as being a defaulter, was given 
in the dispatches from Macon in yesterday's 
CONSTITUTION. 

It will be remem bered that all facts set forth 
In that stery are that he wasemployed by a 
Mr. Sauders, a furniture cealer of Macon, as 
collector. Last week he left there leaving a 
balance due his employer or neariy $50. It 
was supposed that he came to Atlanta and had 
an interview with his wife, before he finally 
lisappeared. 

WORKING UP THE CLUE. 

It was learned yesterday that his wife—that 
is, his last wife—was employed in the city, and 
that she had been very cruelly wronged. 

She was found at work in alittle room at 
the top of one of the big brick buildings that 
envelop so many sad remances. 

She is a lady of thirty or thirty-five years, 
and bears the traces of suffering on her feat- 
ures. Whenapproached bythe reporter she 
begged that her name be not mentioned in 
connection with the sad affair, asit would prove 
asource of deep mortification to her relatives, 
who are among the best people of the town in 
which they live. 

Her story was told reluctantly. She was a 
widow lady with one child when Johnson 
won her affectiens, and married her five years 
ago, February 27th, next. He had been in 
Atlanta since 1881, being first employed by 
Dr. Gyle, a nurseryman, when he first came 
to the city. 

He lived with Mrs. Johnson until. April 2, 
1889, when he left her and went away. 
Previous to that time, she says, he told her 
one night when he was drunk, that he had 
another wife living. He had so frequently 
teased her about having another wife that she 
paid little attention to him; and besides that 
she was afraid ofhim. .He told her that he 
was married at the age of nineteen, and that 
he had left his wife in South Carolina. 

A FUSS IN THE FAMILY 
ocgurred in March last, when Johnson, who 
had been discharged from the employ of Mr. 
A. G. Rhodes, and had obtained employment 
with Mr. J. P. Bryon, found that his wife had 
gone to Decatur with a young friend for her 
escort. 

He pursued them and a fight ensued, in 
which Johnson, who was drinking, got the 
worst of the business. He was severely 
stabbed and carried his arm in a sling for some 
weeks. 

An estrangement between Johnson and his 
wife followed, and he went south, and ob- 
tained employment in Macon. Those who had 
knewn him supposed that he had gone to 
Jacksonville, from whence he first came to 
Atlanta. His wife obtained employment with 
a laige wholesale house, and went to work to 
support herself and her two children, the first a 
son by her tirst husband and the last a baby of 
two years by her recent sponse, who had 
treaied her so cruelly. Sosoon as she found 
that he had deserted her, she instituted in- 
guiries, and found ont 

THE HUMILIATING TRUTH 
of her faithless husband’s former career. She 
learned that he had been wedded to Miss Fan- 
nie Miller, the daughter of Mr. John D. Mil- 
ler, living nine miles from Laurens, S. C. 

Johnson came there from some place, no- 
body knows exactly where, and was buta 
youth when he wedded into this most estima- 

je family. He lived with his first wife five 
or six years, and three children were born 
them. Then he disappeared suddenly, tl 
cause of which is unknown to his 
last wife, and came _ to Atlanta. 
Mrs. Johnson No. 2 ilearned aii 
these facts from people who live in the com- 
munity where his first wife lives, and, after she 
bacame aware of the truefacts, she severed all 
relationship with him. 

HIS RETURN TO ATLANTA. 

On Friday night last he returned to the 
city, and went directly to the home of his 
wronged wife, who occupies &partments on 
one of the principal streets of the city. 

In response to his knock her landlord called 
Mrs. Johnsen to the door, and when she 
opened it she looked past her landlord and 
saw her husband. 

She shut the door in his face. 

Not a word passed between them. 

Her landlady, who was looking on, said 
afterwards that Johnson had a_ knife in his 
hand. At-all events, his wife refused to even 
speak to him, and, tinding himself baffled, he 
went away. 

Since that time Jchnson has not been heard 
from, and itis supposed that he has departed 
to some more congenial clime. Mrs.-Johnson 
is of the opinion that he has gone 
for good, because, as she believes, he 
cannot return to the home of _ his 
first wife, because of some misdemeanor 
committed there. Johnson is a comparatively 
young man, about thirty-four years of age, and 
S0 long as he was true to his trust, proved a 
good business man. : 

Neither of his wives seem disposed to try and 
hunt him down, and if caught, it will doubt- 
Jess be on the score of his defaleation in Ma- 
con.
